The squirrei and rabbit hunting 
seasons will opened simultaneously 
October 2, J. D. Hair, Jr., director 
of the Louisiana Wild Life and 
Fisheries Commission announced 
today. The squirrel season will run 
until January 10, 1966 inclusive, 
and the rabbit season until Febru- 
ary 15, 1966 inclusive. Daily bag 
for both species will be eight and 
possession 16. 

Generally, squirrel reproduction 
has been good over most of the 
state. This is attributed to a rela- 
tively good mast crop last fall. A 
survey conducted two months ago 
showed more rabbits in evidence 
than there have been in the past 
five years in most sections of the 
state. With this in mind, plus 
other known facts, present pros- 
pects are for the best hunting 
season, Louisiana rabbit hunters 
have had in several years in most 
sections of the State. Hunting con. 
ditions, however, were badly hurt 
in southeast Louisiana by Hurri- 
cane “Betsy.” Along Highway 90 
just across Pearl River thousands 
of rabbits were seen drowned by 
the hurricane. The cotton tails 
seem to be plentiful right here in 
Mississippi and some good shoot- 
ing can be looked for this year.
